St. Petersburg, Sept. 20.—The fol- 


lowing dispatch has been received 
from General Kuropatkin: 


"The reconnolssance mode Septem- 


ber 17-establishes the fact that the 
Japanese position at Banlaputzc is 
strongly 
held by a brigade

guns. There was no enemy east of 
Banlaputze, but Japanese reinforce- 
ments arrived September 18 in the 
vicinity of that village. Large Jap- 
anese forces from Liao . Yang hava 
already crossed to the right bank of 
the Tat tse' river. 


"A Cossack patrol attacked a Jap- 


anese convoy west of Boniaputze and

The orthodox Jews were angered 


and surrounded the club house nn-1 
stoned it.

tation in the central valleys nnd lo 
umrmtured crops in Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas and Montana. 


Late corn is maturing rapidly in 


the western portion of the belt, but 
slowly in the eastern and central sec- 
tions and needs ten to twenty dnys 
of favorable conditions to be safe 
from frost.

Mississippi valley and a considerable 
portion of, the crop was damaged in

bellion, headed by his cousin Saigo, 
and In which his own brother took ft 
leading part, Oyama found himself

he never took advantage of his posi- 
tion to obtain political power. In 
the army he has been steadily pro- 
moted, and he has, alternately with 
Yamagata, occupied all the import- 
ant posts. Twice— from 1885-'90 and 
from 1891-'92 — he has been minis- 
ter of war. 
During the war 
with 


China he was ordered to Manchuria 
as co mmander-in- chief of the second 
army. 
In 1895, at the end of the 


war, the title of marquis was con- 
ferred on him, and in 1898 he was 
made a marshal and the following 
year succeeded the late Prince Ko- 
•matsu as chief of the general staff. 


Marshal Oyama is nlmost the only

Marshal Yamagata's health has not

part in the present campaign.

His wife is dressed always In Euro- 
pean clothes and possesses to the 
fullest extent the liberties which are 
en-joyed by the women In most of 
the European countries. The present 
Marchioness Oyama was born Stenatz 
Yamakama. 
She, too, was a noble, 


the daughter of a daimio. She was 
born in 1859. 


When she was twelve years old 


the government suddenly decided to i 
send twenty-one young girls to the 
west to study. 
Stenatz was one of 


those selected. She was visiting her 
brother, a short distance from her 
home, when the edict reached hor. 
She was given TOO choice in the mat- 
ter. 
She was not even permitted to 


go back to her own home, but was^ 
taken from her brother's house and 
sent to America. 
She reached New 


England, where she wns given a 
place ini the home of Rev. Dr, Leonard 
Bacon, of the First Congregational 
church of ITew 
Haven. 
Hero she 


stayed for eight years and mastered 
the English tongue. 
In 1879 she 


entered Vassar college, from which 
she graduated in ,1882. 
Her com- 


mencement oration was a remarkable 
essay 
on "British Policy Towards 


Japan." 


She returned to her native land 


and shortly afterwards married Lieu- 
tenant General Oyama. 
From this 


marriage there resulted three chil- 
dren, two boys and one girl. 
The 


boys, as is natural, are to-follow a 
military career. 


Far 
from being 
a hard eyed, 


shaggy browed general, as one might 
imagine, the hero of so many diffi- 
cult campaigns is the kindest, most 
amiable old gentlemen* it would be 
possible to meet.

TRUCE FLAG-S USELESS.

side that the other was misusing the 
Red Cross flag. These

of truce or surrender are not respect- 
ed by either side. 


Prince Radzivil declares that tho

RAN JAPANESE BLOCKADE.

officer, two civilians, and one woman, 
tho wife of a Russian staff officer, left 
Port Arthur

on a Junk and arrived here last 
night. 


Prince Radzivil got into Port Ar- 


thur a fortnight ago, carrying dis- 
patches from Gen. Kuropatkin to 
Lieut. Gen. Stoessel. When he land- 
ed in this port he gave an assumed 
name. 


The prince and 
the officer accom- 


panying him brought out dispatcher 
and mail matter from Port Arthur 
weighing in all eighty pounds. They 
were successful in escaping the vig- 
ilance of the Japanese. 


Russian civilians who have reacBsi 


here from Port Arthur say that can- 
ned corn beef is plentifxil there, aud 
that the fresh meat supply consists 
of twelve horses slaughtered daily. 


Life in the town when no bombard- 


ment is going on'proceeds much as it 
did in times of peace. Church serv- 
ices are held as usual in the dis- 
mantled church, and the band follows 
the former custom of playing in pub- 
lic twice a week.

This information has reach- 
ed the world by channels similar .to 
that through which came the news of 
the Kishineff slaughter. 


There was a riot at Sasnovitch ono 


week ago today, it is reported. News 
of this outbreak evidently has

;uccessfully suppressed by the Ger- 
man officials, the first information 
concerning it being that received to- 
day. 
How this was accomplished in 


aermany, where the press enjoys a 
large measure of freedom, Is not un- 
derstood here. 


BLOOD FLOWED IN GUTTERS. 
Jews were murdered in the streets 


of Sasnovitch and blood flowed in the 
gutters like a stream. The dead are 
over fifty and the wounded, while 
not known, reach hundreds.

than 100 were left for dead or 
bo- 


ieved to have been mortally wound- 
ed. 


Sasnovitch, where the riot ;ls rs- 


)orted to have occurred, is a cma-1 
Ity in the province of Prison, in Ger- 
many, near the Russian border. The

CHOP FINGERS OF LIVING. 
A business man named Leipner had 
his fingers chopped off on a block, 
nd' with another blunt instrument 
ne man knocked his teeth out. Vic- 
ims of tho slaughter were chopped 
nd dismembered so that identifier- 
Jon of the corpses by friends wad al- 
most impossible. 


The massacre lasted all day and 
ndod only when the mob was ex-

Mustard Pickles—This recipe haa 


been used for .years by -an eastern 
Woman In making pickles. This picklo 
especially commanded the highest mar- 
ket price, and was always in demand: 


Put one-half peck small cuoumibers, 


two quarts silver skinned onions, ana 
two heads of picked.cauliflower to soak 
In water to cover and a cupful of salt 
over night. In the morning; 
drain; 


mix one dessertspoonful 
of tunierlc 


powder with three-quarters of a pound, 
of best mustard; wet with sufficient 
vinegar to mix without .lumps. 
put 


three quarts of vinegar over'the flre, 
add five cents worth or mixed pickling 
spices,-one-half ounce celery seed, one- 
half ounce white mustard seed, one 
teaspoorrful each. of 
cinnamon 
and- 


clo%pes, one pound of brown sug-ar, care- 
fully stir In the mustard-and tumerlc 
paste and let boll up well; then add the 
mixed pickles, fcwo red peppers chopped 
with the seeds of same, and stir all to- 
gether. After It begins to bubble let 
boil well for five.minutes. This amount 
will nil a two-gallon crock. 


This is the best recipe I have evur 


used for mustard pickles. Nine out of 
every ten recipes for same call for to- 
matoes, either green or ripe. To any- 
one wishing to make mustard pickles I 
would say: "Don't use them." 
To- 


matoes do not improve either the ap- 
pearance or the quality ot the pickles 
sufficiently to compensate for 
their 


ge"neral slopptness, and the seeds are 
t as lie a a or bitter. Be sure you use the 
tumerlc: once used you will have no 
future prejudice.
